A native of New York, Miss Wind- 
sor is popularly called the Cinderella 
of opera.

Debut in Rome 


Miss Windsor made her debut in 
Rome in 1948 and her success was so 
great that she sang five performances 
of Faust instead of the three originally 
scheduled. She was immediately en- 
gaged for the following season and 
since then has been winning the ac- 
claim of noted critics. She has ap- 
peared at concerts in Milan, Rome, 
Amsterdam, Montreal and throughout 
the United States. 

The young soprano, whose voice 
ranges over three octaves and reaches 
F above high C, will present a varied 
program for her Clarke concert.

Miss Windsor will open her concert 
with two Handel selections, “Let Me 
Wander Not Unseen,” a recitative, 
and “O Let the Merry Bells Ring 
Round,” an aria.
